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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of claim 1 
of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,671,351. This is a double patenting rejection. 



Conclusion 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Neher (US 6,362,778 B2) shows a method in which a central monitoring station 12 
receives a call placed by a child 20 who has pressed either a panic button 42 or a non-emergency 
button 44 (col. 9, line 55 - col. 10, line 18). Carrier et al. (US 5,195,126) teaches the desirability 
of providing an emergency call operation in which the PS AP is called when attempts to reach a 
designated party from a list of designated parties are unsuccessful (col. 1 1, line 41 - col. 12, line 
34). Markowitz et al. (US 6,295,346 Bl) teaches the well known use of e-mail for notifying 
designated parties of an emergency situation (col. 7, lines 35-53). Chek et al. (USPN 5,640,147) 
teaches the desirability of providing a child with the means to directly contact a guardian 
(activation of an alert pushbutton on child unit 2 (see Figure 3) results in communication with 
parent unit 1; col. 2, lines 34-40). McCurdy (US 6,340,928), Seazholtz et al. (US 5,333,173), 
Simkin (US 5,712,619), Hoffman et al. (US 5,742,233), Tamayo (US 5,894,591), Kravitz (US 
6,035,217), Boling et al. (US 6,044,257) show other relevant emergency methods.
